ANNOUNCER: Out of the plant world and into the publics eye has “ately 
come a true Cinderella among plants. For centuries, on the limestone slope 
of north~central Mexico and in the Big Bend area of Texas, the little desor: 
shrub, guayule (Y¥-U-Lee), lived a quiet, simple life - unappreciated, 
unmolested. .Rubber was known to exist in the guayule plant but it wasn't 
until about 1904 that any really serious attempt was made to get out that 
rubber. ‘At that time a special mill was established in Mexico and the 
desert shrub proved that she could yleld rubber for commercial use. Later 

a rubber compant established a small plant in California and began to 
develop a domesticated guayule. Taming the wild plant was successful and 
when war came to the United States, seeds and plants of a greatly improved 
domestio guaytile were at hand in limited quantity. And now, Uncle Sam is 
going full steam ahead with this wonder plant, working toward that day when 
our rubber shortage may be eased. It's too early, of course, to say whether 
guayule alone, or even along with other rubber=bearing plants now being 
investigated, can really do the trick. But there's goodppromise, at least, 
and high hope that the guayule Cinderella plant will eventually do her full 
‘share in producing high grade rubber. Now to the Pine Cone National Forest — 
where Acting Ranger Jerry Quick has recently done his share in conserving 
the rubber on his truck by getting a bicycle for short trips about the | 
district.
